Today's Program Includes 


Much Activity 


WASHINGTON, April 25— Hav- 


ing laid a foundation for Anglo- 
American accord at the forthcom- 
ing world economic conference, 
President Roosevelt turned today

OUR DISCOVERY of an anti-toxin 


;or diphtheria and a similar treat- 
ment of scarlet fever have gone far 
towards lowering the death rate of 
•hildren. No one will deny that with 
better care of measles, chicken pox 
ind other diseases of childhood, the 
death rate has been greatly de- 
creased. But now comes the un- 
comfortable statement that the num- 
ber of deaths caused by diphtheria in 
certain localities has increased with- 
.n the past year. 


To what can we attribute this In- 


crease? It is because there has been 
a definite decrease in the number of. 
children recetvirig tite irn'mtinlzation 
treatment of diphtheria, "this is in- 
deed unfortunate, because diphtheria 
is a disease5 that can be prevented. 


Every child should be given this 


protection. It fs a simple" procedure" 
and administered without pain or 
discomfort. 
If -every child would be 


immunized from diphtheria when he 
reached the age of nine months, 
diphtheria would soon become as rare 
a disease as smallpox. 


I am confident tbat if an mothers 


realized the grave danger of diph- 
theria theywould not hesitate to 
take immediate steps to protect their 
children. Of course the" children are 
safe if they are ri'of Exposed to the 
germs of the disease. But when and 
how that exposure may take place is 
something we cannot foretell. 


Dlphtfieria 'germs are 
present 


everywhere. They grow' in contam- 
inated milk. They are found on soiled 
cups, drinking- fountains, 
pencils, 


pens, fbrKsT spoons arid other ob- 
jects soiled by persons suffering from 
this disease.
